The Royal Bank of Canada 
closed its fiscal year on Novem- 
ber 30, 1955 with a profit, after 
taxes and all other charges, of 
$10,858,480, a 13.6% increase 
over the figure for the previous 
year. This represents earnings 
per share of $2.58, as compared

No doubt we. should 
be amazed if we knew how 
many farms carry a mort; ge 
raised when money for medical 
expenses was an absolute neces- 
sity. Finance companies report 
a large percentage of their loans 
are also for the same purpose. 
At such a time it doesn’t make 
things any easier to hear that 
tax figures show doctors to be 
the highest paid group in Can- 
ada. In 1949 they came third. 
It is my guess: that, employment 
being at a high level, there are 
fewer bad debts on the doctor’s 
books, which would naturally 
account for an increased income. 

“State Medicine” are words of 
ill repute but surely Canada 


can benefit from the mistakes 
and experiences cf proven med- 
ical plans in this and other 
countries. Saskatchewan seems 
to be quite satisfied with its pre- 
paid hospital and medical plan. 
Dr. McKinnon Phillips has gone 
one further with suggestions for 
home-care for patients not ur- 
gently in need of hospitalization. 
Some such scheme should surely 
relieve some of the congesticn 
in hospitals. Quite often patients 
enter hospital because it is their 
only way of collecting sick ben- 
efit, The chances are they would 
much prefer to stay at home. 
A Federal-Provincial medical 
plan is bound to affect us all, so 


wouldn’t it be a good idea to — 


follow it carefully and be ready 
with our own opinion as to its 
merits —on, otherwise?

This administration is not 
proposing anything in the na- 
ture of the killing of little pigs, 
but in the “soil bank” idea it 
is advocating that fermers be 
paid for not ‘producing. 


It is proposing to spend an 
estimated $1,000,000,000 over a 
10-year period to encourage 
farmers to stop \producing so 
much wheat, cotton, and corn. 


There is no doubt that the 
idea is compeltely abhorrent to 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson. But it is equally 
obvious that he has little choice 
in the matter. His opponents 
may not have succeeded in 
freezing him out of the Presi- 
dent's Cabinet, but they have 
enforced the “politics first” pol- 
icy as far as the farm program 
is concerned. 

What is proposed in the soil 
bank is the retirement of land 
from production — the govern- 
ment paying the farmer to take 
#o Many acres out of the sur- 
plus crops

Some of the money will go. 
toward the cost of conversion. 
Some of it will go in cash pay- 
ments — thus helping to boost 
farm income. The Farm Bureau 
federation has proposed that 
payment might be cut-rate 
grain from the government. In 
other words, the government 
would sell back to the farmer 
at a low price the grain. it has 
purchased from him at thé sup- 

price. Thus, it would pay 


him twice for the commodity. 


No one really knows at this 
moment how much it will cost 
the American taxpayer to foot 
such a ‘bill Estimates say it 
might cost $500,000,000 for the 
first 18 months, and then on 
into the billions as time goes 
on — depending on the length 
of the program. 


* * * 


But as in the ease of price 
support, once such a program 
has been initiated and cash be- 
gins flowing to the farmer, it* 
is hard to take it away — par- 
ticularly for politicians. 


Not that the idea in itself is 
impractical. It is obvious that 
farmers are putting into pro- 
duction land that should - be 
turned to conservation, at least 
for a time. 


* J o 


But paying the farmer to do 
whet he obviously should do 
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will be-hard to explain to city 
voters. Yet in any form emer- 
gency, the economic welfare of 
the whole country is: involved, 
so essential is food production 
to the nation and so closely 
linked is farm prosperity to all 
prosperity. 

The American Farm Bureau 
‘Federation, representing more 
than 1,500,000 farmers in its 
membership, and one of the 
most conservative of the three 
organizations, has just voted for 
the soil bank plan. 


In fact, it has been proposing 
just such 2 plan for a number 
of years.

There is no doubt that the 
administration has been forced 
to adopt it becaue of election- 
year uncertainities due in large 
measure to the continued slump 
in farm income, It will stick to 
its guns on the practibility of 
flexible price supports, however, 
as compared to the Democratic- 
proposed return to a rigid 90 
per cent level, 

The government already has 
more than $7,000,000,000 tied up 
in price-support operations — 
not all money down the drain, 
to be sure, since some of these 
commodities will be resold But 
losses in the conduct of the 


program run higher and higher. 
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Yet despite this treniendows 
output to keep farm prices and 
farm income up, they are still 
on the skids. Republican poli- 
ticilans are clamoring for a so- 
lution, 

The soil-bank plan is seen as 
a quick way of pulling land out 
of production and giving farm- 
ers a hunk of cash to bolster in- 
come at the same time. It is 
considered a relatively short- 
term operation, the theory be- 


ing that as production is cut 
back surpluses will be liqui- 
dated. 


* * * 


When the great surpluses now 
overhanging the market and 
depressing prices are gone, it is 
expected the present flexible 
price-support system will oper- 
ate effectively under normal 
production conditions. 

It has been estimated that 
under the soil-bank plan, some 
25,000,000 acres will be taken 
out of production. Skeptics 
question whether this will bring 
the reduced production which 
has been figured, for, say they, 
farmers can still use more fer- 
tilizer on the crops which they 
do grow and step up the yield 
of acres alread¢ at work

Raised The Dead 
For A Living 


If an trish farmer of Orrey 
Tyrone. had let his son, W:iham 
Burke, take possession of a 
potato patch and set up as a 
farmer, the notorious “Burke 
and Hare” n\urders would prob. 


ably never have happened. and 


some sixteen Edinburgh people 
would have died normally in- 
stead of being skillfully cut to 
pieces. 

Born in Orrey in 1792, William 
Burke displayed no peculiar 
characteristic in his early tife 


which picked him out as differ- 
ent from the average young man 
of his class and time. Largely 
uneducated, he found a job as 
house-boy at the manse of the 
local Presbyterian minister, 

Later, he became baker, wea- 
ver and soldier in fairly quick 
succession, His enlistment in the 
militia was for a seven-year 
term, most of it spent as an 
officer's batman. He now had a 
Wite and three children, 

On his discharge from the 


‘+ army he returned with his wife 


and children to his father's home. 


He had an ambition to become 


a farmer and asked his father 
to let him have a large potato 
patch. His father curtly refused 
and a bitter quarrel ensued, 
which led to his deciding to 
leave Ireland. 

He deserted his family and 
went across to Glasgow. Here 
he obtained work on the Union 
Canal as a navvy and picked up 
a woman named Helen Mc- 
Dougal. Though she had been 
a coarse-looking beauty in her 
time, Helen then was nothing 
more than an ugly and ill-tem- 
pered drab. On the other hand, 
a contemporary described Burke 
as having a “down - looking 
sleazy look of a dog.” He was 
short and thick of frame. with 
a round full face, an insignific- 
ant nose and a’ sullen expres- 
sion, 

Together they drifted to Ed- 


inburgh where they became 
lodgers at Log’s Boarding 
House. Here they met William 


Hare, of whose early life little 
is known. Hare was a tall, thin 
creature, “gruesome and ghoul- 
ish” of appearance, having a 
“hollow-ground” face, and. grey 
eyes under thick eyebrows. He 
was more than friendly with 
the widowed landlady, Margaret 
Laird. 


One day Old Donald, on of 
the lodgers, died—owing Hare 
£3 in arrears of rent. To Hare 
the event was a minor catastro- 
phe. Then it was he thought of 
the body-snatchers, those soul- 
less ghouls who raided cemeter- 
ies for freshly-buried bodies to 
sell to the anatomy schools for 
medical dissection. 

At that time the bodies only 
of “malefactors, foundlings and 
suicides” could be turned over 
to medical schools. for dissection 
by apprentice doctors, and the 
demand for bodies far exceeded 
the supply. 

Hare and Burke switched a 
load of bark for the body in the 
coffin. They knew a likely 
client, a Dr. Knox, who had a 
reputation for paying good 
prices and no awkward ques- 
tions asked. a 

So Burke and Hare visited 
Dr. Knox, struck a bargain, re- 


turned in due course with the. 


body of “Old Donald” and ‘ex- 
changed it for then large sum 
of £7 10s. Their feet were set 
on a grisly path of easy money. 
Another lodger, Joseph, a 
miller, was dying of fever. B& 
he was taking so long over the 
job that the partners helped him 
on the way by stifling him with 
a pillow. His body brought 
them £10. A third body—that 
of another lodger, a sick Eng- 
lishman—followed soon after 
The deceased had neither 
friends nor relatives to ask 
awkward questions; the appar- 
ent burial of the bodies in 
pouper graves (coffins stuffed 


with Dark, satisfied the neigh- 
bours. But no the supply of 
sick lodgers ended. 5%, acting 


as decoys, Helen McDougal and 
Margaret Laird lured “clients” 
into the . lodging-house. The 
first of these, it is believed. was 
an old woman named Abigail 
Simpson, a.seller of “salt and 
camstone.” 

Other female bodies followed, 
the number being uncertain. 
By then Burke, Hare & Co. were 
prospering. They dressed bet- 
ter and, when not engaged in 
“business,” spent the time ca- 


rousing. 

Among their early victims 
was a faded woman named 
Mary Haldane. When later on 
her daughter met Burke and 


Hare, the latter lured her also 
to the house, saying they had 
news of her mother. 

But between te deaths of the 
two Haldanes came the affair 
of Mary Paterson and Janet 
Brown. Both were young, but 
Mary Paterson possessed an ex- 
traordinarily beautiful face and 
an exquisite, flawless body. 

In the early morning hours, 
Burke came across the two girls 
in a grog-shop. Both were more 


than half drunk and hadn't 
eaten for twenty-four hours or 
sO. Burke set about making 
them even drunker with the 


aid of rum and beer. and then 
took them to his brother Con- 
stantine’s home which was close 
by 

Constantine, aroused 
sleen, took little interest in his 
brother’s affairs and tet them 
in. A little later he went off to 
his work. By then Mary was 
asleep, sprawling across a table, 
but Janet, befuddied though she 
was, declared she had to f0 
As she left. Hare arrived. It set 
tled Mary Paterson's fate 

That night her lifeless. but 
still beautiful, body was deliver- 


from 


ed to,Dr. Knox. Though one 
medical student at least recog- 
nized the corpse, her untimely 
death awakened no suspicion 
beyond those harboured by 
Janet 

Their success and continuing 


prosperity made them brazeniy 
careless, for the murderers now 
chose to kill and dispose of in 
the same manner a yong im. 
becile named Daft Jamie, In- 
offensive, harmless and lovable, 
Daft Jamie was known and 
liked all over Edinburgh. 

For the first time, the sight 
of a cold, still body, instantly 
recognized, brought fear into 
the Knox establishment. Though 


several students declared it was 
Daft Jamie, Dr. Knox refuted 


it. Yet his first order on the 


dissection procedure was to re- 
move the head and the deform- 
ed foot—the two outstanding 
features which would make the 
body recognizable to investiga- 
tors. 

Then followed 
affair—and their las’ murder. 
Mrs. Docherty, an old Irish 
woman, was taken home by 
Burke after he had claimed that 
he; too, was a Docherty. To 
celebrate the occasion they 
threw a large party. 

Living with Burke at the 
time were some lodgers, a Mr. 
and Mrs. Gray. To make room 
Burke suggested they spend the 
night out, which they did. When 
they returned the next morn- 
ing, Burke warned Mrs. Gray 
to keep away from some straw 
in a corner of his room. 

Woman-like, she had to in- 
vestigate when the chance oc- 
curred—and found to her hor- 
ror the cold and lifeless body of 
Mrs. Docherty. Leaving the 
house, the couple hurried to the 
police. And within twenty-four 
hours all four had been arrest- 
ed, loudly protesting their in- 
nocence, 

Not until Hare turned King's 
evidence did the authorities 
make any headway with the 
case. For who can exhume, for 
the tell‘tale post-mortem  ex- 
amination, a body already cut 
into pieces ‘and destroyed . in 
the interests of medical science? 


The trial, which began on 
Christrnas Eve, 1828. saw the 
public in such a state of excite- 
ment that 300 extra police had 
to be sent into Edinburgh as 
reinforcements. Burke and He- 
len McDougal were indicted on 
charges of killing Mary Pater- 
son, Daft Jamie and Mrs. Doch- 
erty. But only Burke was found 
guilty. The verdict against Mc- 
Dougal was “not proven.” Dr. 
Knox, though implicated, also 
escaped justice. 


‘On January 28th, 1829, Wil- 
liam Burke was hanged before 
a vast, morbid crowd who oc- 
cupied every window and van- 
tage point to see the execution. 
With poetic, ironic jystice, hj 
body was sent to a rival medi- 
cal school for dissection. Mean- 
while, Hare disappeared, as did 
the two women. 

Yet the murders did achieve 
something. Three years after 
Burke’s death the Anatomy Act 
was passed, which removed for 
all time the motives which 
made the Burke and Hare mur- 
ders possible.

They have eaten this grass 
during severe winters, caught no 
colds, and enjoyed excellent 
health. Now several. U.S. fac- 
tories are making powdered 
grass on ya commercial scale. 


Approximately cost is only a 
few pence per pound. “The use 
of only twelve pounds of pow- 
dered grass a year,” said the 
grass-eaters to the American 
Chemical Society, “will supply 
th enecessary supplementary fac- 
tors for a ligeral diet.to all U.S. 
families at a price they can af- 
ford for the first time in his- 
tory.”

Unsolved Mystery 
Of Lovers’ Glade 


It was a romantic, moonlit 
night in a-silent ‘glade in Ep- 
ping Forest, Essex, a wooded 
area much frequented by lov- 
ers.

24-year-old Kenneth Dolden 
with his fiancée, 21-year-old 
Jacynth Bland, They were 
happy and very much in love. 


Kenneth had just been de- 
mobilised from the Royal Air 
Force — in fact, he was then on 
release leave — and shortly he 
and Jacynth planned to marry. 

Then, without warning, their 
privacy was interrupted. The 
car door was pulled open and a 
masked man peered in at them.

The killer slipped away into 
the night and the forest, 
IN’ A FEW SHORT SEC- 


ONDS THE HAPPINESS OF 
TWO PEOPLE HAD BEEN 
DESTROYED. 

To the police and to every- 
body who had ever known 
Dolden the murder seemed 
totally without reason. 

The events leading up to the 
shooting certainly gave no clue 
to the killer’s identity. On that 
Saturday evening in November, 


i046, Kenneth had = taken 
Jacyntit” dance at a techni- 
cal . college Walthamstow. 


After they had danced a while, 
they decided to go for a drive. 
Shortly before ten o'clock Ken 
Dolden backed his car into that 
glade in Epping Forest. 

They had been there for 
about half an hour when the 
door was roughly. wrenched 
open. The couple looked up to 
find a rough-looking man peer- 
ing down at them. 

From Jacynth's description, 
he was wearing a grey cloth cap 
pulled down over his eyes. A 


handkerchief masked the lower . 


half of his face. 

Ker Dolden ordered the man 
to go away. Without more ado 
the intruder leaned forward 
and deliberately fired at him 
three times. There is no doubt 
that he intended to kill. 

One shot was fired with the 
gun pressed against the victim’s 
body, and the other two were 
as close as they could be short 
of actual contact. 

Ken Dolden did not die at 
once. He staggered out of the 
car as though to chase his mur- 
derer. After a few steps he fell, 
unconscious, Jacynth, horrified, 
ran off for help. 

A hundred yards or so away 
she found another car, and in 
it a man and a woman. To 
them she gasped out her in- 
credible story. At once the man 
drove her down the road to the 
nearest telephone box. 

Then a strange thing happen- 
ed. After telephoning, the man 
left his female companion with 
Jacynth and said he would go 
back and see what he could do 
for Dolden.

Some months ago “Rabies” was 
discovered in the North Bay area, 
among the wild life, particularly 
among wolves and foxes. This disease 
has travelled Eastward, until now we 
have it appearing in Madoc Village’ 
Approximately one week ago, a child 
in the Village was bitten by a pet 
cat. Within a few hours, the cat died 
and Dr. D. 8. Moore forwarded the 
dead animal to Hull for Laboratory 
examination. A report was received 
that the cat had died of Rabies. 

The local Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. S. R. Beatty, immediately 
went into action. Vaccine was ob- 
tained from the Ontario Department 
of Health laboratories in Peterbéro, 
and rushed to Madoc by Peterboro 
and Madoc O.P.P. and the child was 
treated in less than one and a half 
hours from the time the case was re- 
ported. $ 

This disease, unless treatment has 
been instituted before the symptoms 
appear, is fatal to all animals and 
humans, bitten by a rabid animal. So 
strict caution must be observed when 
dealing with this problem, now that 
the disease has been discovered in 
our Village. 

A rabid animal biting another 
animal or human being, transmits 
the virus in saliva. Not all bitten in- 
dividuals, whether among the lower 
animals or man, develop the disease, 
and it seems possible for apparently 
healthy animals ta harbor the virus, 
as carriers. 

The virus of Rabies implanted in 
a wound from the saliva of a mad 
dog or cat or other animals, travels 
slowly to the brain by way of the 
nerves, and symptoms of the disease 


| develop whér the. virus infects the 


In man thé period of 
the bite and the onset 
may be as short as 
or as long as seven or 
more months. This incubation period 


brain tissue. 
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if possible or quarantined in isolation 
for three months. If however, the 
animal is only suspected of having 
the disease, he should not be killed, 
but quarantined for observation, be- 
cause a negative examination in the 
Laboratory at this time, would. only 
leave the diagnosis in doubt. There 
need be no fear that he will over 
from a light case, for all animals 
having Rabies die. 

In conclusion all should be cau- 
tioned: 

1. Do not handle or use carcasses 
of dead animals or birds found any- 
where in this area. 

2. Tie up or house your dogs and 
cats, and have them inoculated, not 
only for their own protection, but to 
lessen the possibility of the spread 
of the disease. 

3. Keep away from any wild or 
domestic animals which behaves in 
an unusual or abnormal manner, and 
report suspects or unusual incidents 
to our local Veterinarian, Dr. D. 8. 
Moore. . ‘ 

4. By strict caution, we are pre- 
venting the spread of the disease, 
and thereby, protecting humans, 
domestic and wild life in our district. 

Since the above case another sus- 
pected animal found dead in the 
Village has been sent away for Lab- 
oratory examination. A fox, found 
dead near Denbigh has also been 
shipped for analysis in connection 
with Rabies, but to date the reports 
have not been received.

He becomes snappy and 
restless, and as the course of the 
‘disease progresses, and the throat 
muscles becoming paralyzed saliva- 
tion increases, and he froths at the 
mouth. He starts out on excursions, 
travelling in a straight line and 
snapping at objects, human or other- 
wise. 

Rabies is particularly dangerous 

in cats, for these animals when in- 
|fected, often slink into a dark re- 
treat, from which they fly out at the 
passerby, inflicting severe facial 
wounds. 

Should you come in direct contact 

| with a suspected infected animal or 
| be bitten by gne, consult your Physi- 
cian at once. ‘The virus in the saliva 
of these animals may affect cracks in 
hands, hanging nails, as well as open 
wounds, and prompt attention by 
your Physician in applying approp- 
|riate local treatment, may be relied 
| upon to destroy some of the virus, 
‘and possibly i some cases all of it. 
The destruction of some of the virus 
in the wound ia of great advantage, 
as it diminishes the chances of in- 
fection. prolongs the incubation 
period, and gives more time and 
betjer conditions for subsequent vac- 
‘cine treatment. 

An animal, manifesting undoubted 
symptoms of Rabies, should be killed 
wt once, and hig head shipped at 
once to the Laboratory for examina- 
tion. All animals definitely known to 
be bitten by him, should be destroyed

Discovering that his pet mon- 
key could shin up fruit trees 
and pick cherries faster than 
any man, a Kent fruit ‘farmer 
allowed it to join a gang of fruit 
pickers in his Ashford orchards. 
The little animal astounded 
everyone by its speed and effi- 
ciency. 

Only when members of the 
union objected that the mon~ 
key’s example might put ideas 
into employers’ heads, was the 
animal banished. 


Monkeys love to imitate hu- 
mans, sO we conclude that they 
lack the brain power to think 
for themselves. But there is evi- 
dence to show that chimpanzees, 
the most intelligent of all apes, 
can reason. 

That great friend of chimpan- 
zees, Reuben Castang, tells many 
stories to prove that his cronies 
can think. One day he hurled 
an orange at Moritz, his favour- 
ite, who picked it out of the air 
like a test cricketer. 

“Balance it on your. head,” 
said Reuben, and Moritz tried 
~« once, twice, three times. Each 
time the orange fell to the 
ground. So Moritz picked it up, 
regarded it for a second or two, 
then bit a piece out of one end 
and balanced it perfectly with 
the flat part on his head! 

“The monkey's hand,” he 
states, “is a remarkable instru- 
ment when considered in con- 
junction with its eye and brain. 
Think of the electronics neces- 
sary to produce a machine ca~ 
pable of plucking an orange 
from a tree without wrecking 
the tree. It would take kilowatts 
of power to operate it.” Yet a 
monkey weighing only forty 
pounds, and costing little more 
than the price of a pound of 
nuts a day, could do the job. 

Sir George says that the mon- 
key is one of the best bargains 
nature has offered us, and we 
should make use of him. 

In India and the Far East so 
much counterfeiting take place 
that when given a coin a shop- 
keeper flips it in the air with 
his thumb to test the ring as it 
bounces. Some banks employ 
apes to test coins by biting them, 
and their judgment is 100 per 
cent accurate, 

Monkeys have in the past been 
trained to climb trees and ‘throw 
down coconuts and do all sorts 
of mechancial work that merely 
requires repetition. 

Dr. John B. Wolfe of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi carried out 
experiments to prove that mon- 
keys can be taught the value of 
money. He made chimpanzees 
work for their food and paid 
them in coins. Slot machines 
were installed and they were 
taught that certain coins in- 
serted would produce certain 
good.s 

The monkeys had preferences 
and used the money to get what 
they wanted. They found that 
two, three or four coins were 
needed to get some articles that 
they specially liked; and they 
worked hard until they had 
hoarded enough. 

Dr. Wolfe occasionally slipped 
metal tokens into their pay 
packets, but these were invari- 
ably discarded with signs of an- 
noyance and disgust because 
they would buy nothing 
_Then Dr. Wolfe thought he 
would try an advanced experi- 
ment. He kept one chimpanzee 
without water for some hours, 
and another without food, and 

» gave to the first coins that would 
buy only food, and to the sec- 
ond money that would buy only 


orange juice. 

They took the coins and at 
first were puzzled; then the two 
went into a huddle, exchanged 
their pieces and went off in tri- 
umph to buy what they wanted. 
They had learned one of man’s 
first lessons — how to barter. 

Don't underrate monkeys, and 
especially chimpanzees, who 
possess considerable cunning. 

Although small monkeys 
might be employed with little 
or no trouble for routine jobs, 
chimpanzees could not, for they 
need tactful handling and re- 
spond only to kindness and fair 
treatment. The chimp is a gen- 
tleman, and if you play him a 
dirty trick or let him down in 
any way, you've had it. 

For the first eight or nine 
years of his life he’s a -cheeky 
chap; but after that his men- 
tality and character changes, as 
do those of humans when they 
reach maturity. He becomes con- 
scious of his strength, which is 
enormous. An adult chimp in 
a rage is a match for a full- 
&iown leopard, or ten men. 

A full- m chimp weighs 
nearly twelve stéfiej has a chest 
measurement, when relaxed, of 
about forty-four inches, and bi- 
ceps twice the size of a heavy- 
weight boxer. He is able to sup- 
port his body easily with the 
top joint of his index finger as 
he swings from branch to 
branch. 

Those who have studied chim- 
panzees say that with a casual 
movement of one hand they can 
shift half a ton; they can lift 
a ton without much effort. 

But they can’t be ordered 
about. Chimps must be asked to 
do anything and, if in stubborn 
mood; cajoled and pleaded with. 

Reuben Castang relates that 
once he was struggling to bend 
the heavy wire of a cage with 
an implement, but failed ro 
make any impression on it. One 
of his chimps strolled over and 
with a twist of two of his pow- 
erful hands, bent the wire 

It has long been thought: that 
monkeys can talk, and recent 
experiments prove that the Sia- 
mesé gibbon has a language 
of thirty distinctive sounds. 

Some men have mastered 
monkey tongues. Herr Hermann 
Freyburg, in his reminiscences 
“Out of Africa,” records the 
conversation between a native 
named Badinga and a gigantic 
gorilla

When to suspect it: 

Skin eruptions @ Colic symp- 
toms or periodic crying spells 
after eating @ Diarrhea @ Fre- 
quent sneezing or chronic runny 
nose @ watery, itchy eyes @ 
Chronic cough or wheezing: 
What you can do: 

Watch out for symptoms listed 
and if they occur frequently, 
without explanation, discuss the 
possibiuity of allergy with your 
doctor. ;

Track down offending sub-. 


stances by analyzing the child’s 
case history or with skin tests 
® Eliminate such offenders from 
the child’g diet or environment, 
or if this is-impossible, inoculate 
the child to build up a tolerance 
for them ©@ Treat symptoms 
with various medications, in- 
cluding antihistamines, ACTH 
and cortisone.

The parasite in question 


emerges approximately the same — 


time of year as the adult saw- 
fly, and scouts around until saw- 
fly eggs begin to hatch on wheat 
stems, These adult parasites then 
paralyze the newly hatched saw- 


. fly larvae (young), and lay their 


eggs on or near the paralyzed in- 
sect, When -hatched the young 
parasites feed on the helpless 
sawflies. As the parasites de- 
velop they form a coccoon in- 
side the wheat stem where they 
eventually reach maturity. They 
then cut their way out of the 
stem and begin looking for more 
victims, Usually by the time the 
second generation of parasites 
reach the adult stage the season 
has advanced to the point where 
the surviving sawflies have done 
their damage and have retreated 
to their overwintering quarters 
just below the soil surface. 
= & a 

Normally only 5 per cent to 
10 per cent of the sawfly popu- 
lation is destroyed by parasitism. 
Last year in Saskatchewan, how- 
ever, due to a wet season, the 
crop was late and even the sec- 


ond generation of parasites had . 


an Opportunity to destroy a con- 
siderable number of sawflies. 
* * ® 

Strange as it may seem, wheat 
stem rust is of some small value 
in reducing sawfly damage. Dr. 
C. W. Faratad of the Entomo!- 
ogy Division in the Science Ser- 
vice Laboratory.-found out sev- 
eral years ago that sawfly lar- 
vae, in stems infected with rust 
did not survive too well. Unfor- 
tunately the wheat plant suffers 
damage in either case, however 
it is an interesting point and the 
knowledge may be of some 
value. fe 
' These natural controls  al- 
though not sufficient in them- 
selves to control the wheat stem 
sawfly, do assist in the over-all 
control program.

A diesel tractor used for 
500 hours per year will more 
than take care of the higher or- 
iginal cost by fuel savings over 
a period of five to six years. 
When less hours are worked per 
season the high compression 
gasoline tractor would be the 
most suitable choice.

The diesel tractor at present 
fuel prices supplies the most 
economical power, The over-all 
saving s' 
lower fuel bill. This saving is 
obtained because of the lower 
price per gallon as well as the 
lower fuel consumption per 
hour. Attention then should be 
given to the fuel consumption 
of both gasoline and diesel trac- 
tors as well as the price. This 
information can be found in the 
Nebraska Tests, if the tractors 
have been tested. A fue! spread 
of at least five cents a gallon 
should prevail before buying a 
diesel tractor. 

* * * 

Another important factor in 
selecting a tractor is the size. If 
possible, a tractor should be 
chosen of such a size that its 
load for most of the time will be 
at or near the rated load for best 
economy. Either over or under 
powering results in an unecon- 
omical farm unit. Consult the 
Nebraska Test figures when se- 
lecting the size. Be careful to use 
the rated load rather than the 
maximum load figures. Horse 
power requirements for hilly or 
soft footing conditions should be 
increased approximately 25 per 
cent to insure adequate power.

A Regulation issued Novem- 
ber 8, 1955, by the United States 
Department of Agriculture es- 
tablished import fegulations 
which require that potatoes im- 
ported into any United States 
market shall meet the grade and 
size requirements established by 
marketing ordérs of the States 
of Maine and Idaho governing 
the marketing of potatoes grown 
in those States and sold within 
the boundaries of the United

This Doctor was = 
Mass Murderer 


It is difficult to say just when 
Dr. Petiot launched out on nis 
trade as a “mass murderer.” The 
discovery of an unusually large 
number of expertly dismember- 
ed corpses, found in widely scat- 
tered regions in and around 
Paris during’ the war years of 
1940-43 would normally Have-ted 
to widespread investigations. Yet 
the “disappearance” of people 
from their homes, a common- 
place and daily event, was too 
easily linked up with the pres- 
ence in Paris of the Gestapo or 
with the underground Resistance 
organizations. 

In September, 1941, Petiot 
bought a building which at one 
time had been used as a hotel. 
It was No. 21, Rue Lesueur. A 
number of unorthodox structur- 
al alterations were carried out 
on the building at the doctor’s 
orders. These included the build- 
ing of a high wall which effec- 
tively screened the courtyard 
from the inquisitive gaze of 
neighbours: the construction of 
an odd triangle-shaped room 
next to the doctor’s surgery; the 
setting up of block and tackle 
equipment over the ten foot deep 
pit in the garage: and the restor- 
ation to full working order of 
the hotel’s furnace 

The triangular-shaped , room 
was in effect the “torture room” 
of the building Dr. Petiot calmly 
described as a nursing home. The 
room, windowless and sound- 
proof, possessed two doors one 
of which was a dummy; the 
other door could only be opened 
on the surgery side. There was 
also a dummy bell-push and a 
number of hooks which were .in 
line with a periscope peep-hole. 
The powerful electric light could

view final “arrangements” were 
made, including an “inoculation” 
which the doctor suavely insist- 
ed was necessary under the 
entry regulations of the foreign 
country to which the client 
planned to escape. 

Then the client was shown in 
to the triangular-shaped room, 
to find himself trapped and sink-, 
ing swiftly into the coma of 
death. Here his death struggles 
were watched by the doctor. 
through the periscope. Dead, the 
victim was stripped, valuables 
including clothing carefully hid- 
den away, and the body,. with 
the aid of the block and tackle 
equipment in the courtyard, was 
lowered into the lime-filled pit. 
Any portions which were not 
consumed by this process were 
dumped into the furnace. 

The doctor .was not satisfied 
with the money he made from 
arranging these disappearances, 
hut engaged also in providing his 
other ients with illicit drugs. 
This was fotifid out and in May, 
1942, he was fined 19,900 francs. 

It was during 1943 that the 
Gestapo learned of Dr. Petiot’s 
ability to arrange for the illegal! 


departure of French citizens 
from the country. T[ronically, 
they sent an agent — a Jew — 
to investigate. He, too, disap- 


peared, though not in the man- 
ner surmised by Gestapo HQ. 
when he failed to report. back! 
Later the Gestapo arrested Dr 
Petiot and he was imprisoned 
for eight months. Strangely, he 
was then released. 

Had the evil doctor been able 
to camouflage the horrible smells 
which from time to time poured 
forth from the furnace chimney 


at. 21, Rue Lesueur, it is possible

Eventually a neighbour com- 
plained bitterly. A policeman 
arrived, noted the acrid smoke 
pouring out of the chimney. A 
phone call to Dr. Petiot’s home 
at the Rue Caumartin brought 
the doctor on his ovcle. He took 
little more than a cursory look. 
said a few words to the police- 
man, mounted his cycle and rode 
away “on urgent business of a 
patriotic nature,” he said. It 


find him. 
Meanwhile, 
No. 21 were investigated, and 
the dreadful truth came to light. 
In the furnace, in the pit full 
of quicklime and elsewhere the 
police found the bodies and 
bones of some twenty-seven peo- 
ple, men and women. 
Revelation of these horrible 
crimes shocked the whole coun- 
try, and the police made desper- 
ate efforts to find Dr. Petiot. 
Though they arrested many 
people thought to have been im- 
plicated, including his wife and 
brother, nearly all were released 
for lack of evidence even before 
Dr. Petiot was found. 
Tronically, it was a_ letter 
which Dr. Petiot wrote to the 
Press, claiming he had been a 
leader of the Resistance, which 
provided the clue leading to his 
arrest in October, 1944. All the 
time, seemingly, he had been 
living in Paris as a Captain 
Valery, an active member of the 
Resistance movement. A beard 
had helped him to carry off this 
impudent piece of camouflage. 
His trial took place in the 
spring of 1946. His defence — 
that he had killed only Germans 
and French traitors on behalf of 
the French Resistance — was 
soon torn apart by the prosecut- 
ing counsel. Arrogant and jesting 
to the end, Dr. Petiot was found 
guilty. and sentenced to death. 
An appeal was rejected, and on 
May 26th he went calmly to the 


, guillotine. . 


Kimono No More 


A terrifying earthquake and 
the determination of one woman 
have changed the dress habits 
of Japanese women and caused 
them to discard the traditional 
kimono for Western-style dress. 

When an earthquake destroy- 
ed one-third of Tokio and most 
of Yokohama in 1923, Mrs. Yo- 
shiko Sugino experienced the 
horror of seeing many of her 
countrywomen burnt to death. 
Many died because escape was 
hindered by their colourful yet 
cumbersome kimonos. - 

In studying this problem she 
looked to the West, and the 
fashions of Europe and America, 
She encountered tremendous 
opposition from the tradition- 
ists,-and it is only in the last 
few years that her endeavours 
have yielded definite results. 

Before the First World War 
teh per cent of Japan’s people 
had adopted Western clothes.

A couple of seedy rogues — 
“Lord and Lady Scot” as they 
called themselves — were great- 
ly interested in the newspaper 
accounts of the newly-arrived 
Count Cagliostro, a self-styled 
alchemist. They were particu- 
larly “een to get their hands on 
magical ' Egyptian manuscript 
which, it was rumoured, could 
perform all manner of marvéls 
and could even predict winning 
lottery numbers — eighteen cen- 
tury equivalent of our Pools. 

The Count was only too eager 
to advertise himself through 
newspaper interviews. For he 
had come to England to fleece 
credulous — and wealthy — 
mugs. 

So when the Scots read all 
about the Cagliostros having 
taken furnished apartments at 
a Mrs. Juliet’s No. 4, Whitcomb 
Street, Pall Mall, they made a 
note to mark down the Count 
for plunder.

lish, the Cagliostros welcomed 
the man, and tock pity on his 
obvious poverty. 

Now the Scots’ chance had 
arrived. For Vitellini was not 
only poor and grossly dishonest, 
but he was also very thick with 
the Scots. He introduced them 
to Madame Blevary as two im- 
poverished Scottish aristocrats 
who really deserved to know the 
secret of predicting lottery num- 
bers. For good measure, Vitel- 
lini promised Madame Blevary 
a cut on the profits if she could 
arrange to introduce the Scots 
to the Count.

But he saw, too, with alarm 
that he would be forced to give 
some sort of answer to the ex- 
tremely importunate Lady Scot. 
The Count — brought up in the 
slums of Palermo — could tell 
a dangerous type when he met 
her. And he recognized just that 
in this demure but demoniacally 
obstinate woman.

She even 
brought an action against him 
for practising witchcraft, so that 
her friends could break into his 
Jaboratory and steal his precious 
manuscript while he was ans- 
wering the charge. 

When the rogues could not 
read what it contained — and 
it would have been difficult for 
anyone since it was pure gib- 
berish — they broke mto the 
Ceunt’s room and held a loaded 
pistol to“his breast, demanding 
the secret. 

Only the knowledge that there 
was no secret gave the Count 
courage to refuse their request. 

“My stay in England has cost 
me over $9,000!" he declared —- 
and decided to leave London, 
But this he could do only with 
the consent of the Scots. Arrest 
on trumped-up charges was only 
too easy a way to keep him in 
England for ever. 

Finally, the Scots, realizing 
that. they could not get the 
“secret” of the manuscript, 
agreed to let the Count leave 
the country in return for enough 
lottery numbers to provide them 
with a fortune. 

For good measure, hoping to

“GOOD LOOKS 


“Don't judge a book by its 
cover” goes an old saying. Like- 
wise the appearance. of a fabric 
is no assurance that it will 
wear well. ¢ 

The right amount of sizing in 
a fabric can enhance the look 
and feel of the material. But 
sometimes sizing maybe used 
to ‘fill out’ a fabric and skimp 
on the actual amount of yarn 
used. Sizing of this kind is very 
often soluble in water, and one 
or more washings will get rid 
of it, leaving the fabric limp 
and lifeless. : 

Water soluble sizing is often 
affected even by ‘the slight 
moisture present in dry clean- 


ing. And the job of removing — 


spots and stains is made much 
more difficult. 

The Canadian Research Insti- 
tute of Launders and Cleaners, 
which conducts regular tests 
on a wide variety of fabrics, 
says that taffetas have been a 
chief offender. They warn too 
of linens that have been heavily 
starched. Here again the excess 
starch will wash out leaving the 
linens looking very forlorn. 


One simple but effective test . 


may be used to show up excess 
sizing that has been used to 
conceal poor quality. Just rub a 
portion of the fabric between 
your fingers. If excess sizing has 
been | used, a trace of white 
powder will usually appear. 

Remember too that when buy- 
ing a garment or cloth where a 
crisp effect is desirable, it’s 
best to ask the question — will 
crisp after 
cleaning?

What Pioneer Sod Houses 


Looked Like 


In reading descriptions of life 
of the prairies in the days of 
the pioneers we often find “sod 
houses” mentioned. But very 
few of us have any idea of what 
these houses really were—how 
they were built and what they 
were like to live in. So the fol- 
lowing report from The Chris- 
tian Science Minitor should give 
us a better idea of how many 
Canadians of an earlier gener- 
ation “made do with what they 
had.” 

* * a 

Twice on a trip across Kan- 
sas a tourist may see examples 
now of how thousands and thou- 
sands of pioneers in Canada and 
the United States lived before 
wooden dwellings became com-~- 
mon on the treeless prairies. 

Until railroads and other 
transportation brought lumber 
within his reach, the home- 
steader and his family frequent- 
ly lived in a “sod house.” 

In the northwest corner of 
Kansas, about 50 miles from the 
Colorado boundary and a little 
nearer the Nebraska line, a 
group of residents have con- 
structed a full-size sod house to 
illustrate that type of dwelling. 
It has proved to be a strong 
tourist attraction. 

Driving from the east, a tra- 
veller will get his first introduc- 
tion to the sod house at Topélka, 
the state capital, where the Kan- 
sas State Historical Society has 
prepared in its museum an ex- 
hibit of the interior of a sod 
house of the 1880's as one of a 
series of “period rooms.” 

That the museum, consider- 
ing the weight on its floors, has 
not undertaken a full reproduc- 
tion of the sod house is under- 
standable when. it is noted that 
the walls and roof of the house 
in Colby contain an estimated 
89 tons of earth besides the lom- 
ber in door and window frames 
and reof poles. 

Sod houses were made by 
breaking long strips of soil with 
a spade or sod plow and cutting 
it into bricks two or three feet 
long, about one foot thick. In 
these the earth was held to- 
gether by the thickly matted 
roots of the prairie grass. The 
blocks were laid with staggered 
joints, sod side down, and cracks 
were filled with clay. The roof 
was sheathed with brush, prairie 
grass, and a layer of sod and 
clay. : 

In the case of the exhibit at 
Topeka the inside walls are 
papered with old newspapers, 
following a widespread practice 
which, as Miss Joan Foth, as- 
sistant director of the museum, 
remarks, “represented a some- 
what futile effort to keep the 
dirt and mud from seeping into 
the house.” 

The newspapers used for this 
wall covering are all from the 
historical society’s extensive col- 
lection of papers of the 1870's 
and "80's 

The Colby house. interior is 
just a bit more fancy in that it 
has a plastered wall. The plaster 
as applied directly to the sod 
without any lath after the ex- 
cess grass was singed off with 
a torch. The window and door 
frames and rafters were fastened 
to the sod by long, hand-whit- 
tled wooden nails. 

This sod house, an authentic 
restoration of a typical pioneer 
house, was built on the fair- 
grounds at Colby in 1953. It re- 
placed a smaller one built there 
20 years earlier by actual home- 
steaders as a headquarters for 
their reunions during county 


_ fairs. 


Under the homestead law the 
minimym requirement in order 
to establish ownership of jand 
was a dwelling 12 feet square 
with a door. and window, The 
Topeka exhibit room measures 
16 by 12 and the house at Colby 


is somewhat larger. It stands 
entirely above ground, whereas 
some “soddies” were of a semi- 
dugout type. — 


Again attempting to be true 
ot history, both the Topeka and 
the Colby examples are filled 
with a great amount of para- 
phernalia. 

“Since a family ate, slept and 
lived in this one room,” says 
Miss Foth, “it is fairly clut- 
tered.” 

The historical society’s room 
includes a table of rough, unfin- 
ished walnut once used in a 
Kansas pioneer home, chairs 
that were brought west in a cov- 
ered wagon, a buffalo hide for a 
floor rug, blanket rolls, wash- 
stand, candles and oil lamps, and 


kitchen utensils made by hand, 
The Colby house likewise con- 
tains a cast iron cookstove, fuel 


box, wash board, crank-type 
churn, | butter molds, kraut cut- 


_ ter, old guns, powder horns, ox 


shoes, a rocking chair, an organ, 
and a soapstone griddle that re- 
quired no grease to fry pan- 
cakes. 


‘Although a sod house lacked 
many of the refinements of |jater 
frame dwellings, old-timers re- 
call that it had a number of 
advantages and was not as un- 
comfortable as some may sup- 
_ pose. 

Its walls eeppeenete a highly 
effective type of insulation, so 
that it was cool in summer and 
relatively warm in winter. The 
earth floor made housekeeping 
difficult, but when a terrifying 
prairie fire swept over the coun- 
try it was,a refuge that would- 
n’t burn. 

It is thought that more than 


- @ million sod-built houses once 


dotted the western plains from 
Canada to Mexico, but so far as 
Mr. Kear knows, only 11 of them 
remain. Such a house could be 
built in a few days if all went 
well, but unless carefully tended 
it might not last more than five 


or 10 years. F

Grand Salute To Theatre's First Lady

New York — (NEA) — When 
Helén Hayes first heard some 
talk that theater people were 
going to honor her for her 50 
years of acting, she was shock- 
ed, 

“T couldn’t believe it,” she 
says..“It just didn’t seem like 
50 years'&don’t keep a diary 
or records or a terapbook, and 
I'd never kept track of the 
years. It made me feel old.” 

In. fact, her husband, play- 
wright Charles MacArthur, at 
first opposed the plans for a 
“Command ,Performance” of 
theater people to highlight the 
anniversary celebration. He 
thought it would make Helen 
Hayes “feel decrepit.” 

“But I don’t feel decrepit,” 
she says, with the laugh that 
has charmed theater audiences 
since 1905. And she doesn’t look 
decrepit. She looks pretty much 
like what she is — a charming 
55-year-old wife and mother, 
who just happens tc be one of 
the finest actresses the Ameri- 
<an stage has produced. 

She started acting as a chiid 
in her native Washington, D.C, 
Then she was seen by Lewis 
Fields, one of New York’s lead- 
ing producers of that era. And 
by the time she was a: teen- 
ager, she was a star She man- 
aged to make the transition 
from adolescence to maturity 
painlessly, and for the last two 
decades has been almost uni- 
versally recognized as the First 
Lady of the Stage. 

Looking back on her half- 
century of acting, Helen Hayes 
thinks she’s had a pretty full 
and exciting career 

“Il have no unfuifilled ambi- 
tions,” she says. “I've done 
about everything I wanted to — 
more than I dreamed | would 
do. I've had a few cracks at 
Shakespeare, with varying t- 
sults. I've made movies, and 
won an Oscar. I have no fre- 
grets.” 

—Miss Hayes, as you might ex- 
pect from a woman who doesn't 
keep scrapbooks, says, “l never 
look back over my shoulder — 
I prefer to look ahead.” 

And, from that vantage point, 
she thinks the theater is in 
healthy shape at the moment. 

“Of course it has dwindled in 
quantity,” she says, “but the 
quality is better than it was. My 
contemporaries — peaple like 
Lynn Fontainne and Katharine 
Cornell and Judith Anderson — 
we used to wonder when young 
actresses would come along and 
elbow us out of the way, as we 
elbowed the older stars out. For 
years, there was no one. 

*But look now — fine actres- 
ses like Julie Harris and that 
young Susan Strassberg and 


young actors like Marlon Bran- 
do and Montgomery Clift. And 
fine playwrights like Arthur Mil- 
ler and Tennessee Williams and 
Robert Anderson. The theater 
is very strong today” 

And there’s television. She 
thinks it's wonderful—and par- 


ticularly good as a training” 


ground for young performers. 

“It’s much harder to get 
started in the theater today, be- 
cause there is less theater. And 
there used to be stock com- 
panies, too. But now television 
gives a young actor a chance to 
try different kinds of parts. The 
only trouble is TV always wants 

‘new faces — outside of Maria 
Riva and Eva Marie Saint, they 
haven’t dveloped any stars. An 
actor can be washed up on TV 
at 25.” 

Helen Hayes’ career has been 
a newsy one, in a non-scandal- 
ous sort of way. She was close- 
ly involved with the actors’ 
strike that established Actors’ 
Equity as a potent theatrical 
force. And there was the famous 
“Act of God” baby, her daugh- 
ter, whose birth she maintained 
wes an “Act of God” and there- 
fore :she should be released 
from an existing run-of-play 
contract. Years later, there was 
the tragic death of this child 
from polio. 

But mostly talent

The raiser, Abe Berkowitz of 
Lambertville, N. J., follows a 
closely controlled, - all - mash 
feeding program ana a plan of 
careful management of hen-ro- 
tation. In addition to supplying 
his retail route in New York 
City, Berkowitz’ 5,000 hens pro- 
duce 45,000 dozen eggs a year 
for the auction at Flemington; 
N.J. 


Berkowitz reports that sales 
on his retail route in upper 
Manhattan and the Bronx, 
worked two days a week, aver¢ 
age 580 dozen eggs a week; 290 
dozen a day; 29 dozen an hour; 
a dozen every two minutes. 

Such a schedule gives little 
time for sales talk or displaying 
the quality of the product. The 
customers, who have been .sold 
on the Berkowitz egg by the 
recommendations of friends who 
use them, will stay sold only 
if the eggs hold the same top 
quality week in and week out.

To the Berkowitz customer 
the perfect egg is white, light- 
yolked and of large, extra or 
jumbo size, For this egg, the 
Berkowitz customer will pay 
fronf 20 to 30 cents per dozen 
more than auctidh prices. 

Against a typical run of auc- 
tion prices per dozen — me- 
diums, 38¢; large, 40¢; extra 
large, 42%4¢; and jumbos, 49¢ 
~— equivalent route prices per 
dozen are: 58¢, 60¢, 67%¢, and 
79¢ respectively. 

The minimum premium of 
20¢ per dozen on mediums and 
large is 50 per cent better than 
auction prices, The 25¢ and 30¢ 
premiums on extra large and 
jumbo are 60 per cent better.

The quality egg that attracts 
the premium customer does not 
occur by accident, Berkowitz 
says. Producing it requires 
eareful feed contro! and a close 
schedule of flock rotation. 

Berkowitz feeds his white 
leghorns on an all-mash ‘pro- 
gram, He uses no scratch. The 
mash .formula is delivered in 
bulk by 12+ton trucks that 
pump the feed into Berkowitz’s 
three bins.

Almost hidden be- 
neath grass tufts was a third 
slab. Under | it was a cesspool 
that had been filled with stones 
and rubble. 

The searchers dug with rising 
excitement. It was hours before 
sufficient rubble had been re- 
moved to’ reveal a manhole 
cover. Beneath it was another 
holé similar to that described by 
Mrs. Tombe from her dream, 
And here, hunched up, head 
were the remains 
of the body of a man. 

\| Hideous gunshot wounds at 
the back of the head,» injuries 
that ‘could not have been self- 
inflicted, disclosed proof of foul 
play. Though little remained of 
the thing that had been Eric 
Tombe; a watch-key in one of 
the tattered pockets, an in- 
scribed wrist-watch and gold 
fillings in the upper jaw proves, 
identity. \ 

The discovery was made on 
September 12th, 1923, almost a 
year after Mrs. Tombe first had 
her dream. And evidence at the 
inquest set the date of the 
crime as April, 1922, six months 
before the onset of the recurring 
nightmare. 

The verdict was one of mur- 
der against Ernest Dyer. His 
wife had seen him one night the 
previous summer hurling large 
stones down the death pit. But 
where was Dyer now? Oddly 
enough, he, too, was dead. Un- 
erring justice, though thorough- 
ly blindfold, had caught up with 
him long months before. 

There’s a flashback in fact. to 
an occasion in November, 1922, 
when the Scarborough police 
successfully got on the track of 
a confidence trickster named 
James FitzSimmons, who was 
wanted for quéstioning after 
palming off a number of dis- 
honoured cheques on northern 
business men. 

When asked to step round to 
the police station, FitzSimmons 
played for time. “Do you mind 
if I get a few things from my 
room?” he asked the inspector. 
They mounted the stairs togeth- 
er, but suddenly the con man 
brought a revolver from his 
pocket. Before it could be pre- 


vented he shot himself and 
rolled over dead. 
Dyer — alias FitzSimmons— 


must have thought that the body 
of Eric Tombe had already been 
discovered. In his luggage was 
Tombe’s passport, with -Tombe’s 
signature and Dyer’s picture. 
Here, too, were blank cheques 
and practice sheets of forged 
signatures. 

It was Dyer who diverted Eric 
Tombe’s funds to Paris. Dyer 
killed himself on November 
16th, 1922. Though the date was 
never definitely. pinned down, 
this could have been the eve of 
‘Mrs. Tombe’s first nightmare. 
Did the murderer signal his 
ghastly secret from the grave?

For Dr. Brunish, of the Los 


Angeles Medical Centre, col- 
lects tears. Although Los Angeles 
is reasonably near Hollywood, 
the glycerine variety just won't 
do. He wants real tears—and 
plenty of them. His research 
work is aimed at finding the 
specially irritant substance - or 
substances in smog that make 
the eyes water. 

Tears are not just drops’ of 
salt water. Tear fluid is a solu- 
tion of several different sub- 
stances—and it varies according 
to the kind of tears. Tears for 
pain or grief are believed to be 
chemically different from tears 
caused by peeling onions. 

Dr. Brunish’s research idea is 
that studying this difference be- 
tween emotional’. and irritant 
tears may help to find out more 
about the substances in smog 
that affects the eyes. 

So ifar he has had no diffi- 
culty in getting tears from chil- 
dren. He has been able to col- 
lect plenty from his own. family 
and from children’s ward pa- 
tients. But emotional tears from 


adults cannot be obtained at all 


readily, not even in the cause of 
science. Apparently there aren't 
as many people about nowadays 
who can “turn on the tap.”

Where individual brooder 
stoves used which burn 
wood, 1, oil or gas, some 


chance of fire exists, although 


. modern oi! and gas brooders do 


~ 


have valuable safety features. 
For this reason many operators 
consider it wise to use brooder 
stoves only in colony houses. 
Thus if fire should start it can 
be usually confined to one small 
house and the loss is not too 
serious. Large operators, how- 
ever, find that labour efficiency 
is reduced with this type of 
brooding because automatic wat- 
ering systems cannot be easily 
installed in colony houses and 
more labour is required for 


several small units than for a~ 


large one. 

A large brooder house can be 
heated with a central heating 
plant, The extra initial cost over 
several small units is likely to 
be more than repaid in a few 
years by savings in fuel and 
labour. The risk of fire involved 
in brooding can be practically 
eliminated by proper installa- 
tion of the central heating plant 
in a fire resisting section of the 
building. 

Electric brooders of various 
types have become popular with 
smal] or mediuni size producers. 
One type, in which soil heating 
cable is embedded in the con- 
crete floor, has been used at the 
Experimental Farm, Fredericton, 
N.B., since 1949. This method of 
brooding is very convenient and 
gives satisfactory results but the 
cost where the entire floor area 
is heated, is likely to be high. 
Electricity required for one 
hatch using this type of brood, 
ing, has varied between 4 k.w.h.

Results of a survey conducted 
in’ the United States indicate 
that the average cost of fuel 
was slightly over five cents per 
chick with chicks started in De- 
cember. The tests were taken 
in various part$ of the country 
with different types of brooders. 
Satisfactory results can be 
obtained with many different 
methods of brooding. Cost of 
equipment and cost and con- 
venience of operation with con- 
sideration of the fire hazard in- 
volved, are likely to be the 
deciding factors in the method 
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Loss of iodine in salt blocks 
exposed to the weather can be 
avoided when potassium iodate 
is used as a source of iodine. 
This was demonstrated in 1951 
by Dr. Watson and Mr. David- 
son, chemists with the Canada 
Department of Agriculture, and 
their recommendations have 
now been given official sanction 
under the Food and Drug reg- 
ulations. 

Iodine is requiréd by live- 
stock, as it is by humans, to 
prevent goitre and other ills 
attendant on diseases of the 
thyroid gland. When pigs, 
calves or foals are born dead, 
or weak and hairless, iodine de- 
ficiency in the maternal diet is 


immediately suspected. For this 


reason . iodine as potassium 
iodide is included in the salt. 
This is quite satisfactory for table 
salt which is Kept dry, but not 
for livestock as an iodized salt 
block exposed to the weather or 


left in a manger will lose it¢ 
iodine fair pidly. 

Efforts have been made te 
stabilize the iodine in sale 


blocks by coating them with 
fatty materials, 
hypo, and even molasses, with 
no real success. Blocks exposed 
for two months under summer 
pasture conditions lost all their 
iodine in spite of such treat- 
ments. 

Two compounds containing an 
available source of iodine proved 
relatively stable under 
stall and summer pasture = con- 
ditions. One of them, potassium 
iodate, proved to be cheaper 
than the other. Salt blocks were 
made up to contain 0.015 per 
cent and 0.50 per cent iodine, 
and tested by the Department's 
animal pathologists who gave 
the iodate a clean bill of health. 

Permission to use potassium 
iodate has now been granted by 
Food and Drug officials and 
when salt blocks containing this 
compound are produced com- 
mercially, farmers can be as- 
sured of a stable source of iodine 
for their livestock.

Rutgers varieties. It is named 
after the late William Ferguson 
who for several years headed 
the vegetable crops section of 
the Horticulture Division. 


For many years the variety 
Geneva John Baer has made up 
a large part of the acreage of 
tomatoes grown for canning. 
Although productive and @& good 
quality when grown con- 
ditions Geneva John Baer is im 
consistent. This js due mainly 
to. its susceptibility to fruit 
cracking and Other defects 
drought or poor eeil structure, 
caused by excessive heat, 
Ferguson on the hand is more 
consistent in its performance 
and produces heavier yields of 
canning grade fruit than Geneva 
John Baer regardless of adverse 
growing conditions. This new 
variety has a determinate .or 
“bush” type plant as compared 
to the spreading open. structure 
of Geneva John Baer. It is con- 
sidered vigorous and has suffi- 
cent leaf cover to protect the 
fruit against sunscald. 


The cross between Bounty 
and Kutgers wee made at Ot- 
tawa in 1941 althougit the first 
selections, were not made frori 
this cross until 1946. Of these 
selections, one showed parti- 
cular promise and in 1949 was 
assigned the trial distribution 
number Ottawa TO-17. This 
selection later named Ferguson, 
has been grown, for five seasons 
in yield tridls at the Horticul- 
tural Substation at Smithfield, 
Ontario. Each year it has been 
one of the top yielding varieties, 
and each year has given better 
yields and has _ consistently 
shown less fruit cracking and 
sunscald than Geneva John 
Baer. 

In 1954 and 1955 extensive 
commercial plantings were made 
by a number of Ontario grow- 
ers. In general the reactions of 
both growers and processors 
have been favourable, and it ap- 
pears that the Ferguson variety 
should be of real value to the 
industry,

MONTREAL — The Canadian 
National system shared, to a de- 
gree, in the general upsurge in 
the nation’s business in 1955. 
The transportation industry as a 
whole, both in Canada and the 
United States, stepped up its 
level of activity to meet the di- 
versified demands of a prosper- 
ous and optimistic economy. 

The increase in the volume of 
business done by the railways 
was accompanied in 1955, as in 
other recent years, by a sharp- 
ening of competition from truck, 
airplane, bus and automobile. 
To meet this stiffer competition, 
the Canadian National has been 
moving ahead on a broad front 
towards better utilization of both 
its human and material resources. 

The Canadian National system 
has made notable gains in oper- 
ating efficiency in the past few 
years, and more such gains will 
be required in the future if the 
company is to win and hold a 
sound financial position in an 
expanding Canadian economy. 
The events of 1955 are both a 


meas the challenge and 
evidence of cwsrent efforts to 
meet it. 


West and east from Montreal, 
new trains and schedules brought 
added comfort and speed to Ca. 
nadia» rail travel. Under diesel 
power, the Super Continental, 


Ocean Limited and Scotian cut ° 


over sixteen hours off the rail 
trip from Halifax to Vancouver. 

The rapidly expanding devel- 
opment of Canadian resources 
is reflected in the contriution 
of new CNR lines to the. open- 
ing of base metal areas. The 
Kitimat line, opened last Janu- 
ary, is now in operation for 
both passengers and freight. 
During 1955, a rail line from 
Hillsport to Manitouwadge, On- 


tario was completed and con- 


struction was started on one 
from Beattyville to Chibouga- 
mau and St. Felicien, Quebec. 

The steel skeleton of The 
Queen Elizabeth i now clearly 
visible on the Mentreal skyline 
and general contracting work 
will begin early in the new year. 
A start has been made on the 
Terminal Centre Building being 
erected on the railway’s prop- 
erty near the hotel. These. are 
further steps towards realiza- 
tion of a long-term plan for the 
development of the terminal 
area, 

In an effort to strengthen its 
competitive position in the trans- 
portation of motor vehicles, the 
Canadian National designed and 
ordered 25 new car transporters, 
special box cars each with a 
capacity of eight vehicles. De- 
livery is expected in 1956, 

Jointly with the Canadian Pa- 


cific, the CNR extended the 
CBC's microwave TV relay sys- 
tem from Montreal to Quebec 
City, thus helping to bring 


more Canadians into the widen- 
ing area of television reception, 

These and many other new 
developments in 1955 took place 
against a shifting pattern of 
railway traffic. Canadian WNa- 
tional freight tonnage iné@reased 
over 10 per cent, mainly as-a 
result of sharp increases in ship- 


ment of mine products, base 
metals, construction materials 
and lumber as well as most 


manufactured products, especial- 
ly automobiles, These increases. 
which more than offset scattered 
tonnage declines in grain, pulp- 
wood and coal were not, however, 
large enough to bring total traf- 
fic to the peak level of 1953. 
The most significant gains were 
in low-rated eommodities and 


this is reflected in a lower aver- } 


age revenue per ton mile than 
in 1954. : 

While there was no change in 
the general level of freight rates 
during 1955, there were import- 
ant developments in the rate 
structure and its administration. 
A new Canadian Freight Classi- 
fication was filed with the Board 
of Transport Commissioners for 
Canada on March Ist, and on 
the same date a scale of equal- 
ized class rates became effective. 

In a move to add to the com- 
petitive opportunities of carriers, 
Parliament in 1955 enacted legis- 
lation providifg for freer ad- 
ministration of agreed charge 
contracts for freight transport. 
Since the latter part of July, 
when the new procedures came 
into effect, the Canadian Na- 
tional has arranged 28 new 
agreed charges with shippers, 
bringing the total in effect at 
year end to 95. 

Passenger travel over Cana- 
dian National lines was about 
the same as in 1954. Faster 
trains like the Super Continen- 
tal, together with special tours 
and incentive fares, offset de- 
clines in immigrant travel early 
in the year. 

The Canadian transportation 
market ‘is larger and more com- 
plex than it was a few years 
ago, and the CNR, like other 
carriers, is constantly striving 
to adjust its services to this 
changing market, The process 
of adjustment can be seen on 
many fronts: in new trains and 
lines and in line abandonments 
(of which there tse eight to- 
talling 144 miles in 1955), in the 
‘extension of “piggy-back” serv- 
ice and incentive loading rates, 
in faster freight and passenger 
movement through dieselization, 
in dinettes and coffee shop cars 
which in 1955 served 30 per cent 
of Canadian National train meals, 
and in the addition of truck 
routes for better service through 
integration of road and rail 
transport. 

Throughout the system, many 
long-ne>ded improvements are 
being made, enhancing its abil- 
ity to render good service and 
strengthening its basic earning 
power. 

These physical advances are 
being made all across Canada. 
Cape Breton Island was linked 
to the mainland by rail and road 
for the first time in 1955, on 
completion of the Canso Cause- 
way. Extension of rail lines was

Played Chess With 
Prison Bread 


James Ailan learnt to play 
chess in a country well known 
for its serious study of the 
game—Russia. But the circum- 
stances in which his initiation 
took place weren't happy ones. 
Nor were the chessmen he used 
the beautifully carved figures 
that are sometimes played with. 

His introduction to the game 
happened during the war while 
he was held prisoner by° the 
Russians. Allan’s instructor, a 
fellow prisoner hailing from 
Samarkand, undertook the role 
of teacher, and the chessmen 
their meagre bread ration. This 
bread was ideal for the pur- 
pose—-it set like a rock: after 
three days. 

Moulded into the various 
shapes of kings, queens, bishops, 
knights and pawns, it was left 
to harden. Colouring for the 
white pieces was. supplied by 
whitewash scraped off wails 
with finger-nails, burnt match- 
sticks provided the black col- 
ouring for opposing pieces. 

Even to this day, writes Jamies 
Allan, D.C.M., in an inspiring 
and moving account of his grim 
adventures while in Russian 
hands, “No Citation”, he finds 
himself calling “Shakh!” instead 
of. “Check!” 

Makiti progress from a 
leg \wound, lai .9e, lance-cor~ 
poral in the Military Police, was 
captured by the Germans in a 
British military hospital shortly 
before Dunkirk. A daring and 
hazardous escape across Ger- 
many to neutral Russian terri- 
tory didn’t bring him the free- 
dom he sought. He was prompt- 
ly clapped into prison—-a suc- 
cession of prisons. 

In one prison, he, with sev- 
eral others, decided on a hung- 
er strike in an attempt to im- 
prove their lot.

strike?” Undaunted, Allan re- 


plied: “Sylvia Pankhurst, and 
Gandhi had a go at it, too.” 

Followed a furious shuffling 
of papers, frowns from the in- 
terrogator, frustrated searching, 
and finally an inquiry from the 
interpreter: “Pankhurst, how do 
you spell that?” 

The fact that Allan, before. 
entering the C.M.P. had been in 
the Scots Guards, was the cause 
of yet another bawling out at 
the hands of his captors. De- 
tails of service were entered in 
his papers, and the interrogator 
demanded to know for what 
reason Scotland Yard and MI. 
5, had arranged his entry into 
Russian territory. 

Allan, flabbergasted, denied 
ail knowledge of any link with 


either organization. Quite a 
stormy interchange of views 
took place before he réalized 
that his questioners had formed 
a strong tie-up between the 
Seots Guards and Scotland 
Yard. 


Paradoxically enough James 
Allan owed his eventual release 
to Hitler. Germany's invasion of 
Russia turned that country from 
a deeply-suspicious neutra) into 
a powerful] ally. The wheels of 
officialdom began to grind 
slowly, and at long last James 
Allan was released and returned 
to England with the first Allied 
Mission to Moscow, under the 
leadership of Lord Beaverbrook 
and Mr. Averell Herriman, in 
late 1941,
